ceremonies the heroic equestrian statue 
of Major General Winfleld Scott Hancock 
was unveiled this afternoon before an 
immense gathering including the Presi- 
dent, vice-president, supreme court repre- 
sentative.1., diplomatic corps of 
both 


branches of congress, army veterans 
and colleagues of the 
late 
General. 


The 
unveiling was preceded by a 


military demonstration. Four compan- 
ies of artillery marching as infantry, four 
companies marines with marine band, 
light battery C. of third artillery, a squad- 
ron from .sixth cavalry full district mili- 
tia and numerous military organizations 
including second army corps at head 
which Hancock achieved great victories 
participated in parade. 


Brig. General Brooke, commanding de- 


partment of Dakotas, was grand marshal!. 
The exercises opened with prayer by 
Eight Rov. James Saterlee, Bishop of 
Washington. The principal address was 
by Senator John Palmer of Illinois, Major 
General of United States volunteers dur- 
ing the war. A salute was fired as the 
ume' ling took place.

The statue stands in the midst of the 


business district and is the work of Henry 
Elliott, the noted sculptor. The total 
height is 33 feet, 8 inches.

and the v, ants of the residents are worthy 
of consideration. If there is an expres- 
sion in favor of the street railroad being 
laid through that part of the city the 
company will not be long iu furnishinj 
it. 


Superindent Neary was seen this morn- 


ing by a TRANSCRIPT reporter and asked 
information on the subject. He politely 
refused to make any statement, preferr- 
ing to let President Richmond do t!ie 
talking; remarks on that topic. Ho would 
not deny or confirm the story tbnt tho 
road was to be continued to the Beaver. 
His silence is expressive, and there is 
little doubt that if the prospect was not 
fairly under way he would have been, at 
least, ready to deny its existence. 


Colonel Bracewell was next called upon 


as he is known to always be in the lead 
in matters of benefit to the public. 
It 


was expected that he 
would throw 


some light on the subject, and the antici- 
pations were greatly exceeded, and favor- 
ably, too. 


He was informed of the story which was 


hourly gaining circulation—that the ques- 
tion of the extension was almost as good 
as settled, and was asked to give his opin- 
ion of the plan. 
He would say nothing 


more than that he was surprised that such 
extension had not been made before. He 
was asked if he had given the matter 
serious though!, and his answer was a 
pleasant surprise. 
The substance of his 


reply to tho question was that he believed 
the scheme had received very careful con- 
sideration from the officials and that 
much was known that was not yet given 
out. 
Tho answer contained no decided 


acknowledgement that the road 
was 


assured, but it was as near that as could 
be given without being direct. 


D. J. Barber was called upon for his 


opinion as to whether the people wanted 
it, and he spoke very encouragingly of 
the project. 
He thinks it would be liber- 


ally patronized and much appreciated. 
He said that while such innovations are 
looked upon by some with disfavor at first, 
when they were established they invaria- 
bly proved to be just what the people 
want. 
He believes the increase in popu- 


lation in that section will demand that 
facilities for traveling be 
introduced 


sooner than the people expected they 
would be. 


N. L. Millard is decidedly in favor of hav- 


ing the electric cars go into that portion 
of the city and would be pleased to(>ee the 
line extended as soon as possible. He 
thinks the people will appreciate it and 
patronize it extensively. The effect it 
might have on pleasure driving through 
that section would not be worth consider- 
ing in comparison with the accommoda- 
tions the railroad would provide for peo- 
ple who are now obliged to walk. 


Austin Bond, who has been a resident

York, Brooklyn and LCHIZ Island 
City; the st:;le engineerand surveyor, the 
attorney general and nine other persons, 
ret. dent ol the territory named, to be 
appointed by the governor, must report a 
charier ibr the enlarged city to the Leg- 
islature by February 1, 1897.

The plan for the proposed consolidation 


began to take definite shape to 1390, when 
and by the laws of that y«ar a commission 
was created "to inquire into the expe- 
diency of consolidating the various muni- 
cipalities in the state of New York, occu- 
pying the several islands in the harbor of 
New York, and to report from time to 
time, their conclusion thereon to the 
Legislature, with such recommendations 
as they may deem proper for adoption 
and their reasons therefore." The com- 
mission gave the subject full and careful 
consideration, with the result that a new 
city was proposed, including the territory 
already indicated, namely: The counties 
of New York, Kings, Richmond, and parts 
of the county of Queens. By the laws of 
1894, the question of the proposed consoli- 
dation was submitted to a vote of the 
people of the territory included in the 
plan, as then outlined, which vote was to 
be and was in fact taken at the general 
election in November, 1894. 
Upon this 


vote there was a majority of 44,188 in 
favor of consolidation. 


The commission appointed by the law 


of 1S90 presented a report to the Legisla- 
ture of 1S95. setting forth, by communi- 
ties, the result of the vote, discussing 
some question incident to consolidation 
uiul proposing a bill providing ('or the 
preparation of a ehurer for the govern" 
mentor the consolidated city. 
No bill 


was passed ut that session, but the com- 
mission's bill, with some modifications, 
has been parsed this year.

The Windsor company is working hard 


to overcome the difficulty caused by the 
breaking out of water at Briggsville, as 
described in the papers. Tbare is no 
diminuation in tue volume of water issuing 
from the ground and which, loaded with 
clay, pours into the north branch of the 
Hoosac and greatly damages the water 
for washing purposes at the Windsor 
print works'. 


Last week it was otated that the Wind- 


sor company would take steps to over- 
come the trouble, and work has been in 
progress for a few days past. It was 
thought, at first that if the dam were 
raised high enough to flood to some depth 
the ground from which thfs new and 
unwelcome water supply comes, the 
weight of the water might hold down that 
•which springs up in such volume and thus 
end the trouble. This plan was tried and 
the ground was covered with water to a 
depth of three or four feet, but the scheme 
proved an utter failure, the issue from the 
great spring not being checked, in thu 
least. 
f 


It was next decided to sink a pipe and 


try to get the water to the surface without 
the clay mixture which is the cause of all 
the trouble. 
And this is the work that is 


now in progress. 
It was begun Monday 


and the pipe sinking is done in a rather 
novel way. A three-inch pipe is used and 
it is sunk by forcing water down through 
it at high pressure to wash out the dirt 
and make room for the pipe to sink. 
A 


steam pipe is used, the power being 
obtained from the Briggsville mill. 
The 


pipe was sunk to a depth of seveiity-two 
feet, and there it seemed to fetch up 
against something solid. Whether this is 
a rock or hard clay no one knows, and at 
night it was uncertain whether the pipe 
could be sunk any deeper at that point. 


This system of pipe sinking was patented 


some years ago. The right was sold for 
$10,000 and a company with a large capi- 
tal was formed to operate in the west, but 
Colonel Bracewell says it proved a failure 
in all cases except Zylonite, where tlie ar- 
tesian wells were successfully sunk by that 
system. 


What the outcome will be at Briggsville 


cannot now be told. If rock or hard clay 
is encountered it will be impossible to get 
the pipe down in this manner. The com- 
pany feels that there is a great deal of un- 
certainty regarding the result, but some- 
thing must be done and this plan was con- 
sidered worth trying. 


The mill boilers furnish a pressure of 


only about eighty pounds, not so much as 
is needed, and another boiler may be set 
up to increase the power. The pressure 
of the water sent down through the pipe 
needs to be very great, as can readily be 
understood. 


About twenty men were employed Mon- 


day and more will be put on so that the 
gangs can be changed and the work kept 
going day and night. The results of this 
experiment will be awaited with general 
interest and it is the hope of all that it 
may prove successful. 


The matter is attracting much attention 


and the place was visited by hundreds of 
people Sunday.

HOW LABOR IS TAXED 


WHY SHEFFIELD CUTLERS CAN MAKE 


CHEAP GOODS. 


British Method* or Raising Bennim In 


Factories—Workers Charced Rent For 
Room and Steam Power—What British 
free Trade Polity Demands. 


SHEFFIELD, April 18. 


In every trade in Yorkshire "there is 


associated with it certain usages which, 
in a toiler, must produce feelings of re- 
bellion against their existence. It's no 
uncommon thing when, in company 
with an "old stager" who delights to 
contrast the different doings in trade 
when he "wor a lad" to those in vogue 
today, to be told that such and such 
things were unknown in the "good old 
dnjB." But our free trade policy has ' 
been the very breeding ground for cus- j 
toms which, in their effects upon the 
toiling masses, leave a degenerating | 
mark. 
I 


"And under what conditions do you 


work?" I asked iu a Sheffield cutlery 
factory the other day. 
j 


"Well," was the man's answer, "we 


tanuot boast of very much freedom, for 
our masters always take good care to be 
on the right aide. In fact, if anything, 
we are slave driven, Sheffield being 
noted for tyranny.'' 


"Iu what sense do you mean in talk- 


ing like that?" I inquired. 


"Our hours of labor range from 8 a. 


m. to 7 p. in., with IJj hours off for 
dinner and tea. 
On Saturdays we ara 


supposed to give up at I, but oftentimes i 
\ve are compelled to stay for a couple of ' 
hours longer to make up for lost time." 


'' But there is nothing objectionable in 


that," I said. 


"Certainly not," ho retorted, and ho 


again appeared to warm to his subject. 
"But, I tell you what, it has always 
•earned mean that cutlers should have to 
pay rent for room and power to the mas- 
ter. " 


This to me was a revelation. I could 


not at first understand his meaning and 
asked for an explanation. 


"Look here," he said somewhat snap- 


pishly. " You know that every factory 
before it is complete must be fit up with 
steam power. Machines must be bought 
and every requisite secured in order to. 
turn out articles in the best possible I 
luamier. Now, it so happens that in a! 
cutlery factory, in the cutlers' and' 
grinders' department, every workman is 
relegated to what is known as a stand, j 
Very well, he takes up his petition, but! 
he has to pay rent to the master at the' 
week end so much per square yard, and 
also for the engine power supplied him, 
in order to enable him to perform the 
work allotted him." 


"Then practically he rents the place 


or the stand and places himself at the 
mercy of the master," I further said. 


"That, is no, and to my thinking it's 


a shame the poor workmen should have 
BO much 'nobbled' from his wages every 
week by the master. It isn't so in other 
trades, and it's nothing short of a mo- 
nopoly. '' 
' 'And what rent do you pay per week 


for your stand and power?" 


"Wf'll, tlmt varies according to the 


quantity of room taken up. Cutlers pay j 
a. shilling (2-1 cents) per square yard per; 
week. Th« grinders in the spring knife, j 
or jKickct tnifc, department pay from 4 ' 
iPbillini,-* to 5 shillings (f 1 to $1.20) for 
fcvliPfl ri-nt pfr \v«.'k. 
In tho heavier 


t-nulos, such 
;<K file grinding and'table 


blade grinding, the cost for wheel rent 
is from 7 shillings to 8 shillings ($1.08 
to $2) per week. 
And in addition to.; 


this, iu all grinding departments there 
is a ruin in force where a workman, 
not having his own tools to work with, 
shall forfeit i'or tho wear and tear of 
his master's tools 4 pence, or 8 cents, in 
every shilling (24 cents) earned. Fur- 
ther, if a man is ill, or a firm he is sup- 
posed to work for cannot find him work, 
go long as his stand is ]»ept open foi 
him, although he is not working, he 
must continue to pay his wheel rent. 
Oftentimes I have seen in slack times 
a firm find a grinder work of a very 
trifling character iu order to cause him 
to occupy his stand but a few hours in 
the week, so that they would have a 
legal right to enforce upon the poor 
struggling workmnn their weekly charge 
(work or no work) for wheel rent. That, 
sir, is one of the conditions under which 
we wcrk.'' 


I leave American common sense labor- 


ers to ask one another if they want to j 
see inaugurated in the United States 
such a system as the British free trade 
policy demands.

Tha Democratic Tariff of m. Hundred 9111- 


lion Deficit In Two Toan. 


Tho treasury receipts during* the 19 


Months of the Gorman law, which end- 
ed March 81, were $431,423,801; the 
expenditures were $567,581,885; tho 
deficiency was $76,257,515. 


Tho receipts of the McKinley law in 


its first 18 months were $680,014,00-1; 
the expenditures, $541,930,783 ; surplus, 
$34,988,281. 


This ia the record of the Gorman law 


tip to date compared with that object of 
Democratic denunciation, the McKinley 
law, in a corresponding period of its 
history. Put into two lines the history 
of the two laws in their first 19 months 
is as follows:

The deficiency of the Gorman law in 


the first two years will probably be in 
round numbers $100,000,000. When the 
heavy payments of June, July and Au- 
gust come along, they will bring tha 
total deficiency up to nearly or quite a 
round $100,000,000 by the end of the 
second year of tho new law's work. 
There have been, but 8 months in the 
19 in which the law has been in opera- 
tion in which it did not create a de- 
ficiency, and the prospect is not cheering 
for anything better. It seems impossible 
for the new law to reach more than 
about $26,000,000 or $27,000,000 in its 
monthly receipts, thus making the de- 
ficiency from $3,000,000 to $6,000,000 
a nionlli on an average, running up Borne 
months ts $9,000,000 or $10,000,000. 


The receipts in the month which end- 


ed March 81 were $86,041,048. This is 
$1,802,491 less than tho expenditures 
for tho month. 


BOATS FOE A DOLLAR. 


A Fleet That Carries the Ijifo of 


tha Worl'd. 


DEMOCRATS 
DISCOURAGED. 


Dlscriminatinc Duties Favoring Or.r Ship- 


ping to Be Bestored—Will Cover Oceans 
With Stars and Stripes—Senator Elklns 
Makes a Vigorous Fight. 


Senator Elluns of West Virginia is 


making a good fght for the enactment 
of a shipping law that shall discrimi- 
nate in favor of the shipping interests of 
the United States. Senator Elkins is a 
•tahvart protectionist, and he is ready 
to support any measure that will be 
beneficial to American interests, wheth- 
er of the factory, the farm or of com- 
merce. 


The West Virginia senator is equally 


in earnest with rr-ricct to the bill which 
he introduced early in the session, the 
object of which was to restore the dis- 
criminating policy as enacted by former 
legislation of congress, by which Amer- 
ican ships carrying goods imported 
from foreign ports are to be given an 
advantage over ships owned and sailed 
by foreigners. 
This policy is in line 


with the best protection to American 
shipping, which is certainly entitled to 
every fair advantage that can be given 
by the laws of an American congress. 


Senator Elkins' bill is still quietly 


sleeping in the pigeonholes of the com- 
mittee on commerce, and although that 
committee is presided over by so good a 
friend of American shipping as is Sena- 
tor Frye of Maine there does not appear 
to be any prospect of the bill being re- 
ported and favorably considered during 
the remaining few days of this session. 
Like the revenue bill and similar meas- 
ures that are designed to give more and 
better protection to American interests 
from the tremendous competition tc 
which they are subjected by the cheap 
labor and low standard of living in the 
old world, the shipping bill must wait 
until the senators become awakened to a 
realizing sense of the duty of the hour. 


It is creditable to Senator Elkins, 


however, that in the face of the discour- 
agements of the times he continues his 
fight for all protective measures, and 
that he promises to stir up the senate 
before the present session is ended with. 
: omo vigorous talk and work for tha 
shipping bill and discriminating duties 
iu favor of our shipping. 


The history of such discriminating 


duties, the levying of a 10 per cent addi- 
tional duty on goods imported from for- 
eign countries when they are brought in 
here in foreign ships, gives so much evi- 
dence of the beneficent effects of that 
policy upon our shipping that it would 
seem that a mere reference to it should 
arouse even the Republican members of 
the United States senate. Every time 
that policy was tried it resulted in splen- 
didly stimulating ths American mer- 
chant inariue. During the periods when 
the discriminating duties were enforced 
our shipping interests were materially 
revived, and the abandonment of the 
policy was promptly followed by a cor- 
responding decline in onr shipping in- 
terests. 


After more than half a century of do 


nothing policy and the competition of 
the heavily subsidized shipping lines of 
foreign countries that are aggressive in 
thoir contests for trade, the result has 
been that American ships are carrying 
only 11 per cent of our foreign trade. 
Under the policy of protection to our 
manufacturing industries and in spite 
of the vicious and unrelenting opposi- 
tion of the free trade party, our indus- 
tries have thrived and prospered until 
tlie present blight of tho free trade, ad- 
ministration. 
But, even during those 


years of continuous protection to do- 
mestic industries, the American ship- 
ping interests were denied ouo of the 
simplest and safest means of securing 
protective advantages by the adop- 
tion of a policy that would also afford 
additional protection to American in- 
dustries and put more money in the 
treasury, where it is cow so greatly 
needed. 


We wish Senator Elkins success in 


his battle for mcrs protection to Ameri- 
can shipping. He is so true a friend to 
protection to all our industries that his 
labors in behalf of our shipping inter- 
ests cannot but result in good fruits at 
no distant day. And the sooner the bet- 
ter. 
The policy ho advocates is dis- 


tinctly American in idea and spirit. In 
results also it would be distinctly of 
American advantage. Therefore we need 
it. 
And th^ more legislation cf a sim- 


ilar character that we can place upon 
our statute book? the better it will be 
for the United States. 


The Gorman-Wilson Tariff Law !• So Far 


From Expectation. 


The men who denounced the McKin- 


ley law as unfriendly to the masses and 
destructive to the revenues are finding 
a good deal of difficulty in explaining 
the developments of a report just issueo 
by the treasury department covering the 
operations of the new tariff law in de- 
tail during the year 1695. 
This makes 


it possible to compare its work with 
that of the McKinley la*v in a corre- 
sponding period. The result is very dis- 
couraging to the friends of the new 
law, 


It shows that during the year 1895 


the Democratic tariff law, which pro- 
fessed to give the people of the country 
their goods free from tariff exactions, 
actually collected duty on 62 per cent of 
the goods which were brought into the 
country, while the McKinley law iu its 
last fiscal year only collected duty on 41 
per cent of the goods brought in. In 
other words, under the McKinley law 
the people got practically 60 per cent of 
their imported goods free of duty, while 
under the Wilson law they are getting 
but 48 per cent free of duty.

made to congress 
One year ago $105,- 


000 was appropriated for twenty-one 
clerks who were cither killed outright 
or diod from the effects of the injuries 
received at the time. This was at the 
rtto of £5,000 each. The report just 
made allow 85,000 each in the eases of 
three who Have died since, and appro- 
priates 8144,800, in amounts ranging 
from 530 to 85,000 for those who were 
injured. This makes a grand total of 
8704,000 that has been or will be appro- 
priated as :v result of that awful acci- 
dent in which twenty-four persons 
were either killed outright or died sub- 
sequently from injuries,, and 105 were 
injuned or sustained serious nervous 
shock.

New York May 18.—The New York 


elty consolidation bill signed yester- 
day afternoon by Gov. Morton will 
form a city the second largest in the 
world. It will have a population of 
over 3,000,000 and will only be sur- 
pased >y I.ut?on, with a population of 
4,200.000. Paris w'll then take third 
place with her population 2,400,000. 
The territory embraced in the area of 
the proposed city aggregates nearly 
81B square miles. The bill provides 
that Kings county, Pwichmond county, 
Long Island City, Newtown, Flushing 
and Jamaica, aud that part of the 
town of Hempstead in the county of 
Queens v'hich is westerly of a straight 
line drawn from the southeasterly 
point of the town of Flushing through 
the middle of the channel between 
Eockaway Beach and Shelter Island, 
in Queen's county, to the Atlantic 
ocean, shall be consolidated with the 
city and county of New York. For all 
purposes the local administration of 
the territories enumerated shall be 
performed and exercised by the re- 
spective bodies, politic and corporate, 
to which they arc now intrusted until 
BO far as hereafter changed by law. 


Provisions for the New Charter, 


The commission created to u r ^ v u p 


a charter for the greater city is to con- 
sist of the president of the old Greater 
New York commission, the mayors of 
New York, Brooklyn and Long Island 
City, the state engineer and surveyor, 
the attorney general and nine other 
persons, residents of the 
enlarged 


territory, to be appointed by the gover- 
nor. This commission must make a 
final report to the legislature on Febru- 
ary 1, 1897, and submit therewith bills 
to provide for the government of the 
municipal corporation created by tho 
act; and among other things for at- 
taining an equal and uniform rate of 
taxation and of valuation for 'axation 
throughout the whole territory. Tho 
cities of New York and Brooklyn aro 
directed to raise such proportion of tha 
sum of 825,000 as is necessary for the 
uses of the commission in carrying out 
the provisions of the act. 
Nothing in 


the act is to be construed as attempt- 
ing to affect in any way the boun- 
daries, government, rights, powers, 
duties, obligations, limitations or dis- 
abilities 
of any 
county or officer 


thereof, as fixei by the constitution. 
Consolidation is to take effect on Janu- 
ary 1, 1898. The rest of the act takes 
effect immediately. 


Maine's Electrical Storm.

The storm was of 


the cyclone order, extending over an 
area of two to three miles, completely 
wrecking many barns in Belgrade and 
Sidney, and levelling fences and trees.
